Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references teach or suggest the use of dry fractionation to separate alkyl 
branched C12 to C24 fatty acids from a fatty acid mixture containing both linear and 
alkyl branched C12 to C24 fatty acids. 

The prior art of Unichema (EP 0415697 A2), cited in the Office Action mailed 
April 10, 2008, takes a mixture of branched fatty acids (isostearic acid), and treat it to 
obtain a alkyl branched fatty acid product with a low freezing point. The process takes 
the mixture of branched fatty acids, mixes the fatty acids with urea and dissolves the 
mixture of branched fatty acid/urea in methanol, warmed to 68°C to form a clear 
solution. The clear solution is then cooled to room temperature or below to cause the 
urea inclusion compound to crystallize. The crystals are separated by filtration, such as 
centrifugation (conventional filtration). The crop of crystals is washed with acid water to 
remove any urea, the fatty acid separation is conducted using a separation funnel to 
obtain C18 branched fatty acid with a lower freezing point. The process of Unichema 
does not teach or suggest separation of alkyl branched fatty acids by cooling the melt of 
a specific mixture of linear and branched alkyl fatty acids, then applying mechanical 
phase separation which involves the use of a membrane filter press without auxiliary 
substances, as typified by the process of dry fractionation.
